Lost Their Little Stock. 

Ar. Peter Laiten and Henry Reimar put 
pra little stand in front of No. 142 State 
Street to sell fireworks they had no idea that 
their entire stock would furnish entertainment 
for 2,000° people. This, however, was the 
case last night when a descending rocket 
stick struck the stand squarely in the 
center. The end of the wood was still 
burning and before the boys could reach it 
the fire had been communicated to several 
packayes of crackers and rockets. A hundred 
dollars’ worth of explosives went up in smoke 
and the stand was partly demolished, 
Rockets were sent in every di- 
rection, roman candles varied the scene 
with their many colored balls, and hundreds 
of firecrackers were exploded with blue and 
red light accompaniment. The display drew 
a large crowd and the excitement of the mo 
ment was heightened by the arrival of the fire- 
men. Their services were not needed, how- 
ever.

DISASTROUS FIRE AT SAN JOSE. 


Two Entire Blocks Destroyed at a Loss of 
Nearly $500,000, 

Saw Josx, July 3.—One of the largest and 
most disastrous fires known to the history of 
this city started about 6:30 ldst night and was 
not brought under control until two hours 
later. .At least $500,000 worth of property was 
destroyed on which the insurance will prob- 
ably not exceed one-third. The fire originated 
in a small firecracker stand in a shooting 
gallery on the north side of San Fernando 
street, just off Second, and was caused bya

Wanken, Ind., July 3.—[Special.]—A disas- 
trous wreck occurred on the Wabash railroad 
this morning at 1:30 at a point a mile anda 
half east of Rich Valley and three miles west 
of this city. Five people were instantly 
killed.

At the place mentioned therejis a high em- 
bankment, under which runs a culvert built 
of heavy stones twenty-five years ago, through 
which the waters of Kentner Creek, a wet- 
weather stream, are conducted to the Wabash 
Just west of the culvert is a heavy 
cutting through solid rock, and a little after 1 
o’clock this morning east-bound freight train 
No. 68, consisting of engine No. 174 and twen- 
ty-five loaded cars, emerged from the cut only 
to take a plunge of twenty feet into the cul- 
vert, from around which the heavy rain had 
washed the earth into the seething torrent. 

On the engine at the time were the engineer, 
George W. Shorey of Fort Wayne, who had been 
running an engine on the Wabash for twenty- 
five years; F. E. Moore, fireman, of Lafayette; 
Harvey Dunlap, Superintendent of Bridges; 
Charles Helm, belongmg to the same depart- 
ment, and Charles F. Wilcox, trainmaster, 
all of Peru. Every one of the men on the Ill 
fated engine was killed, nine cars follow ing 
the locomotive in its fearful leap into the 
flood. The tender of tne engine in the de- 
scent turned completely around and fell ‘up- 
side down, ana Shorey, Moore, and Wilcox 
were caught between the tank and the boiler- 
head and crushed to death, while the others 
were killed by the falling cars, all being held 
down in from three to six feet of water by the 
wreckage. | 

Lying Under the Engine, 

Conductor Morgan, who with Road Master 
A. B. Adams and Head Brakeman George 
Dickinson had gone back to tne caboose on 
account of the crowd on the engine and thus 
escaped a terrible fate, felt the shock, and, 
jumping off, ran forward. Completely buried 
beneath the cars laden with wool, cotton, and 
bran, which had burst open, emptying their 
contents on both sides of the track and filling 
the enormous break in the roadway, lay the 
engine, while through the mass rushed the 
flood, and under it all the survivors knew 
that the bodies of the five men on the engine 
lay. 

Back to Rich Valley they hurried, roused 
the operator, and reported the catastrophe, 
but it was almost daylight before the wreck- 
ing train arrived at the scene. The work of 
clearmg away progressed slowly, the strong 
current in the creek and the firmness with 
which the cars were wedged into the onening 
rendering labor tedious. About 6 o’clock, 
however, the wreckage was moved sufficiently 
to release the bodies of Shorey, Dunlap, and 
Helm, and they floated into a clump of under- 


flames. The storm completely ruined the bot-

‘DESTRUCTIVE CYOLONE IN OH10, 


Many People Injured, Mouses Blown Down,

Lima, O., July 3.—[Special.]—The most 
severe storm in years passed over Northwest- 
ern Ohio last night about 12 o’clock. The 
cyclone did the greatest amount of damage 
east of here, houses being blown at Harrod, 
Foraker, Alger, and other points. A number 
of persons were injured. Gigantic trees were 
twisted from their reots and carried great dis- 
tances and the building of the Lima Brewing 
company was struck.

The congress of Catholic Sioux Indians has 


been convened by Bishop Marty to signalize 
to the Indians the renewal of cordial relations 
between the Catholic Church and the Genera! 
Government, and to afford them an opportun- 
ity for conference in relation to their spiritual 
and temporal affairs. The occasion chosen is 
the celebration of the completion of the fine 
new Catholic church erected by Miss Frances 
Drexel at this agency. | 

About 6,000 Sioux are assembled here, com- 
ing from Fort Totten, Standing Rock, Sisse- 
ton, and the Brule Agency. The inauguration 
of Agent Lillibridge yesterday is the occasion 
of the assembling of the Cheyenne Indians, 
about 3,000 in mumber. All of the famous 
chiefs are here, Hump, Gall, Little, White 
Bull, Judge Whiteswan, Sam Campbell, and 
many others. 

The exerciges today were of a purely re- 
ligious nature, The Catholics and Protestants 
are divided into two camps separated by the 
substantial new agency and school buildings, 
and surrounding their respective churches. 
The dedication ceremony, conducted by Bish- 
op Marty, was most impressive, and the ap- 
pearance of the open-air meetings, in which 
the Bishop was surrounded by 3,000 of his 
chureh communicants, nearly 1,000 of whom 
were the famous Cherry Creek wild Indians 
in their native costumes, was an exhibition 
unsurpassed for picturesqueness. } 

Ameriean Flag Floated. 

A novel feature of the exhibition is the float- 
ing of the American flag from almost every 
tepee, and in the Catholic parade the baaner 
of St. Joseph and the Stars and Stripes were 
borne side by side.

The flames shot upward 


and almost immediately enveloped the entire 
building. The firemen stationed not fifty 


yards away were promptly on the scene and 


attached the hose, but it was fully ten minutes 
before they could get any water, thus giving 
the fire a chance to get beyond control. 

The flames.spread rapidly to the west, lick- 
ing up everything in their path. It worked its 
way along the north side of San Fernando 
street to First and continued on up First street 


nearly 250 feet northward to the Letitia Build- 


mg; the wall of which is seventeen inches 
thick, ahd it saved the rest of that block be- 
tween there and Santa Clara street. 

The flames spread even more rapidly in the 
opposite direction, consuming a saloon ad- 
joining the shooting-gallery, a furniture store, 
the California Theater, the South Methodist 
Church, a large building on the northeast cor- 
ner of Second and San Fernando streets, 
Krumb’s brewery, Hurlburt Brothers’ and 
Brosius’ Son’s printing establishments, the 
W. C. T. U. coffee and lunch parlors, up to 
and including the Empire engine-house, sev- 
eral buildings and houses adjoining the 
church. some dwellings, and Kuchenbeiser's 


iron foundry. 
By this time the fire had passed from the 


South Methodist Church to the opposite side 


of San Fernando street, destroying a frame 
building at the southeast corner of Second 
and San Fernando streets, and continued east- 
ward, consiming everything until it reached 
the southeast corner of Third and San Fer- 
nando streets, on which stood a one-story 
brick building of the A. & C. Ham company.

were found. 

The corpses, with the exception of Dunlap, 
were badly mangled.” Shorey had his skull 
fractured in three places, while his body was 
terribly cut and bruised. Dunlap’s skull was 
fractured and he was hurt internally. Helm 
was crushed beyond recognition, and presented 
a horrible sight as he lay on thetarpaulin after 
being taken out. Wilcox’s body was found 
under the tender. There were several long 
gashes on his face, his right leg was broken, 
and his left hand crushed. His watch stopped 
at 1:20 o’clock, probably the exact time of the 
wreck, a 
Crushed Beyond Recognition. 

Late this evening the body of Fireman 
Moore was taken from under the engine, 
bearing little semblance to a human form. 
The engine alighted on its drivers and stands 
with its nose buried in the embankment, lean- 
ing a trifle tothe south. The tank is turned 
around and lies parallei with the engine. 

Nearly all of the nine cars turned over on 
the south side of the track, and as they split 
open the water carried the cotton, wool, and 
bran over an area of ten acres. On the north 
side of the track the creek basin is quite wide, 
and as there was a cloud-burst in the vicinity 
at 1 o’clock it is presumed the culvert became 
clogged and backed the water up until it cut 
through the fill at the east side and swept 
thirty feet of the grade out, leaving nothing 
but the ties and rails. 

It was raining hard as the train came along 
running twenty miles an hour, and as the 
track appeared solid there was no reduction

The priests were also uniformly kind 
to the wards of the Nation, and it was perhaps 
owing more to this fact than any other that 
the wild man of the plain became willing 
to embrace a religion other than his primitive 
belief in the Great Spirit.“

in the enlightenment of the red mau. It was 
really his design which, having been carried 
out to such an extent, has met with such full 
reward. The Bishop has steadily advocated 
the belief that the Indian mind, though 
clouded and dulled with the ignorance 
of ages, ‘was susceptible to education, 
slight at first, but only awaiting 
development after the first seed had been 
sown.

The Senate of the United States has adopted 
the Stewart substitute for his free silver bill 
by a vote of 29 against 25. following was 
the vote, names of Republicans being printed 
in roman, Democrats in italics, and Inde- 
pendents in small capitals:

senting the three small States of Tdaho, Ne- 
vada, and Montana, the aggregate population 
of which at the taking of the census two years 
ago was only 262,305, or no more than the 
present population of the North Division of 
Chicago. At the instance of these little con- 
-stituencies, which all together number but 
one person in every 240 of the people of the 
United States, the Senate has voted that every 
man who owns silver bullion may have it 
coined for him free ot charge at the cost of 
the government for the purpose of enabling 
him to pay off with that coin, worth 67 cents 
on the dollar, debts which he has contracted 
on a gold basis, and retain possession of the 
property which is worth the same number of 
gold dollars. 

“The Senaté has in effect voted that every 
person who owns silver bullion, but does not 
owe anything as a debt, may have his silver 
bullion coined at public expense, and dispose 
of it to people who want to buy it at a discount 
for the payment of their debts contracted on 
the basis of gold values. 

If the silver bill becomes a law all old debts 
not specifically payable in gold can be paid off 
in this way, with silver coin worth henge about 
two-thirds of the gold coin on the busis of 
which the said debts were contracted. All new 
contracts would, of course, be made in terms 
of gold, ox n terms of silver on a valuation 
aden ec to the depreciation of that metal. 
_Every person who had anything to sell would 
rate as worth fourteen or fifteen silver dollars 
the quantity now valued at ten gold dol- 
lars. He would ask an advance to cover not 
only the decrease of one-third in the current 
value of the dollar, but an expected further 
depreciation. Its debt paying power on old 
contracts bemg speedily exhausted the pur- 
chasing power of the silver dollar would fall 
plump down to 67 cents, and then the silver 
mine owners and the silver men in those little 
States would be not a whit better off than be- 
fore. But the working people who had money 
invested in building and loan associations, 
amounting to some $6,000,000 in Chicago alone, 
the depositors in savings banks and other banks 
(amounting to over a billion of dollars), a mill- 
ion owners of insurance policies, 800,000 pen- 
‘sioners, and all other classes who were under 
contract to have a fixed sum paid to thém in 
cash would be swindled out of one-third of 


| what rightly belonged to them. 


All these multitudes must suffer in order 
that a supposed benefit may be conferred on 
little more than a quarter of million people 
who inhabit the little States named. 

It is perfectly preposterous that Congress 
should assume the right to pass an act for the 
repudiation of one-third of all the indebted- 
ness of the United States, and send it to the 
President for approval. Of course he will 
veto it, and the demagogues who vote for it 
know perfectly well they cannot muster the 
two-thirds vote necessary to pass it over his 
veto. What, then, can be their object in pass- 
ing the bill through one or both Houses, there- 
by disturbing public cunfidence, and running 
the risk of causing disastrous financial con- 
sequences? Surely an epidemic of unreason 
must be raging at the National Capital, infect- 
ing a majority in both Houses as if they were 
suffering from an attack of financial rabies. 
It is a mania that eannot be accounted for on 
any rational hypothesis.

DEATH VALLEY, CALIFORNIA. 

A pamphlet recantly issued from the Wash- 
ington Weather Bureau contains a description 
of the climate of the famous Death Valley, 
which is one of several valleys on the north- 
ern margin of the Mohave Desert, in the south- 
western corner of the arid region of the West. 
It is about 200 miles east of the Pacific coast, 
on this side of the Sierra Nevadas, and its bot- 
tom is said to descend below the sea level. It 
is about 75 miles long and 20 to 25 miles wide 


| from crest to crest, but the bottom is only 12 


to 15 miles across at the widest point. Death 
Valley was so named from the melancholy 
fate of a party of immigrants who perished 
there from thirst in 1850. . 

The principal features of the valley are its 
excessive heat and dryness. In the shade the 
temperature occasionally. rises to 122, and 
once touched 137. In the five hot months it 
rarely falls below 70, the average being 94. It 
is not only hot in summer, but persistently so, 
and the heat is inereased by occasional hot 
blasts from the desert on the south, Gener- 
ally the air is in very active motion, and sel- 
dom stagnant. Gales of a few hours’ duration 
are very common, and sometimes they produce 
sand whirls and sand-storms. The aridity in 
summer is almost as consistent as the heat. 
Rains may fall frequently in the mountains, 
and occasionally in the valleys. Clouds are 
by no means lacking, and probably water 
could always be found at the depth of a few 
feet in the soil. Yet the heat and the wind to- 
gether keep the surface very dry and the rela- 
tive humidity low. Animal and plant forms 
are comparatively few, and the former are 


usually nocturnal, to avoid the great heat. 


The valley is narrow and deep. Apparently 
it is the bed of an old sea, inclosed by high 
and bare mountains. The white and shifting 
sands become intensely heated under the mid- 
day sun. The rest of the surface is in part 
salt and alkali, in part pebbly wash from the 
mountains, and in part a loose, spongy earth. 
over which it is difficult to move. With the 
exception of afew springs the water is bitter 
and unwholesome. 

Meat slaughtered at night and cooked is 
spoiled by the next morning. and if cut thin 
and dipped in brine it cures in the sun in a 
single hour. Chairs fall apart and water bar- 
rels soon lose their hoops if leftempty. The 
cloudbursts are appalling... But in winter 
time the climate is considered healthy by the 
men who are employed there in connection 
with borax works. They occupy the vailey 
from September to June. Ducks and ather 
migrating birds, jack rabbits, and cotton-tails 
are abundant. Snowfalls occur on the 
mountains sometimes to the depth of several 
feet, Extreme cold has been reported from 
the higher and neighboring valleys, and the 
relatively clear sky and bare soil make the 
region a favorable spot for the fall of winter 
temperatures. At Yuma the mercury often 
reaches 27°, 

It is concluded that winter in the Death Val- 
ley is cool and salubrious, with an inch or two 
of rain, The early spring and late autumn 
must be of moderate temperature, with clear, 
delightful air and little rain; the autumn very 
dry; the summer, including May and Septem- 
ber, hot and arid. The diurnal changes are 
great; those of the year must bo very much 
greater. The winter mean temperature may 
be between 35° and 40° ana that of the year 58° 
or 60°, being about 10° above that of Chicago. 
Altogether the far-famed Death Valley is not 
a good place to live in. 


THE GAVEL MAN, 

A contemporary has been at the pains of dig- 
ging up the speeches of the gavel man in past 
conventions of the great parties and dilates 
at some length upon the nature of this neces- 
sary evil. The Democrats have been specially 
afflicted with the gavel man. At their conven- 
tion in 1884 two gavel men appeared upon the 
scene, one fromm Boston and one from Chi- 
cago. The Boston man’s gavel was made of 
Connecticut oak and South Carolina palmetto 
wood, with panels as follows: 

1. A piece of Gen. Israel Putnam's birch torch, 
said to have been found in a wolf's den by a Mas 
sachusetts boy, aged 

2. Apiece of marble obtained in Rome from 
the palace of Julius Cesar, 


3. A piece of President Lincoln’s log cabin. 
4. A piece of petrified wood from the tomb of 


George Washington. 


5. A piece of wood from the old elm tree-on the 
Boston Common. 

The Chicago man’s gavel was made from 
the wood of every State and Territory and the 
handle from the charter oak of Hartford. 
Both gavelg were accepted after the gavel 
men had made their speeches. In the Dem- 
ocratic convention of 1888 the gavel man was 
from Colorado and his gavel was made of 
solid silver. The Democratic convention of 
1892 did not escape the gav:] man. He came 
from Missouri and his gavel was of native 
zinc. The Republican convention at Minne- 
apolis also had its gavel man and the gavel 
he brought was prepared by the pupils of a 
high school, He himself was from Nebraska 
and he informed the convention ‘that the 
wood from which it was made was grown 
near Beatrice, Neb,, by Daniel Freeman, and 
that Daniel Freeman still owned and occupied 
the farm. The ends of the gavel were inlaid 
with silver coins, one bearing the date 1865 
and the other 1892. Having got in his work 
the gavel man subsided and the convention 
resumed its business, 

Apart from the inevitability of the gavel 
man in every convention, the most curious 
fact connected with him is that he is aiways 
in order and takes precedence of every: one 
and everything.

OVERCAPITALIZATION AND WATERED 


STOCKS. 

The English plan of capitalizing on cor- 
porate enterprises differs in an important re- 
spect fram that pursued by the non-watering 
companies in the United States. The idea is 
that all the profits in each and every year 
should be distributed to the shareholders, and 
the money for all extensions or improvements 
be raised by mortgages and charged to capi- 
tal.“ This basic principle is well enough if 
properly interpreted, but it is open to abuse, 
and doubtless has been abused pretty general- 
ly in the British Isles. For instance, in the ac- 
counts of several railroads there has been for 
years a systematic charging to capital of the 
cost of improvements which substitute old 
and worn out appliances. Thus it is said 
that the whole cost. of a new sta- 
tion replacing an old one w placed 
account, and so is that of 
new engmes when they are larger 
than the old ones. Of course this rule is not 
follewed by all the companies, but it is be- 
lieved that most e them fail to make suffi- 
cient allowance for wear and tear. As a re- 
sult the capitalization of a company may be 
made up in large part of material that has 
entirely disappeared. In consequence it is 
waterlogge 1 as badly as if there had been a 
deliberate issue of so much water stock on 
what may be called the American plan. 

So long as business keeps brisk and traffic 
on the rpilroads continues to increase this 
may not interfere with plain sailing. But if, 
owing to greater scarcity of material or high- 
er wages at home or a corresponding reduc- 
tion in one or both of those items abroad, 
manufacturers should no longer be able to 
pay preseat charges, a change would soon 
come over the spirit of the dream. It would 
be discovered that the prices of railroad shares 
had reached their highest point and passed it, 
and then would follow the conclusion that they 
were no longer a safe investment. The In- 
vestors’ Review takes up the question from 
this standpoint, and asks if the situation may 
not now be near this danger limit. Recent 
estimates are to the effect that the maximum 
ef coal production ia the British Islands must 
be reached in less than twenty-five years, and 
soon after that will set in an increase in the 
cost of mining. Other causes may codperate 
to bring round a period of prostration, and the 
query is raised if it would not be well to cur- 
tail a little now, so that when the pressure 
comes it may not be felt so severely as if 
coming on an enormous inflation of property 
values, necessitating a scaling down by whole- 
sale in order to avoid general bankruptcy. 

At least in the opinion of the editor of this 
financial quarterly the English railroads have 
reached the limit of safety in the piling up of 
capital charges, and it is advisable for them 
to begin the process of Contraction in order to 
prepare for the change in economic conditions 


which will soon occur. 


Is there not room for a similar note of 
warning to be sounded in the United States, 
though not with the same economic future in 
view? The favorite plan here isto water up 
the stocks of corporations to the 
highest plenitude they will bear in 
regard to the payment of dividends. 
The moment it is found that the annual in- 
come exceeds a moderate percentage some 
director looks round for an excuse to increase 
the issue of capital stock and bonds also upon 
any pretext, and generally finds it. In this 
way many of our corporate enterprises are so 
badly inflated. as to be in danger of collapse 
in ‘case a seasor of business depression sets in, 
while they might have been perfectly safe 
were their controlling spirits content to put 
aside a surplus of dividends to form a reserve 
fund that could be drawn upon in time of 
trouble. 


THE BEST CURRENCY. 

Hon. E. S. Lacey, Controller of the Currency 
in Washington, who is retiring from that of- 
fice to assume the management of a bank in 
this city, was interviewed the other day in re- 
gard to national bank matters. Some of his 
statements are of great interest in view of the 
Democratic agitation fora repeal of the tax on 
State bank issues. He docs not favor such re- 
peal, and says emphatically that in his judg- 
ment the people of this country will never 
again accept a paper circulation-which is not 
uniform in its valueall over the United States, 
and which has not the government guarantee 
or its equivalent for its redemption.’ He 
knows of no teason why the people of this 
country should accept a circulating medium 
which is of uncértain value, miscellaneous in 
the security for the redemption of its notes, or 
at a varying rate of discount when used at a 
point distant from its local place of issue and 
redemption. 

Nearly 1,500 national banks have been or- 
ganized during the last ten years over and 
above the number that have gone out of busi- 
ness. There is no system in the world similar 
to ours and no other which affords equal se- 
curity to its creditors. During the year end- 


ing with June, 1891, the losses by reason of 
failure of State banks, private bankers and 


brokers aggregated a larger amount than the 
losses of all the creditors of national banks in 
the entire thirty years of the existence of the 
system, and the losses of holders of the nation- 
al bank notes have been not one cent. The 
failure of the New Oriental Bank in London 
recently involved losses of more than $23,000,- 
000, which ig in excess of the entire losses to 
depositors sustained from the national banks 
since the first one of them was established. 
Aud other single failures in England have en- 
tailed losses greater than those experienced by 
creditors of the national banking system dur- 
ing the whole period of us existence. This 
faet alone speaks volumes in favor of the sys- 
tem, though there may be room for additional 
safeguards and an improvement in the admin- 
istration of the law. Over ninety-six per cent 
of the banks which have been organized under 
it are now in successful operation or have 
closed their business and paid their creditors 
in full. Those which have been finally closed 
within the last five years have paid deposit 
creditors over 90 per cept and noteholders 
every dime, and at a total cost of only 4 per 
cent for the expenses of administration. This 
is a result which has no parallel anywhere in 
the worid. |

These views are those of a man who has had 
a sufficiently long experience in financial 
matters on a large acale to enable him to un- 
derstand the situation. ‘They are commended 
to a careful study by those mistaken ones who 
think that plenty of money at all times and 
under all conditions is the one thing needful 
to prosperity, and that a copious issue of in- 
elastic paper by the government would prove 
the panacea for all the ills that the body pol-

Tae ever-increasing congestion in our 
streets, due to a continuously rapid expansion 
of population and business, must be relieved, 
and how can it be done except by L roads? 
The building of a dozen or more stories high 
is becoming popular. Undoubtedly many 
more of them will be erected in the near fut- 
ure, this alone enormously increasing the 
pressure for room in the thoroughfares, as 
one skyscraper alone is the scene of more 
travel and business than is crowded into a 
whole street square in many other cities. The 
safety of the public demands L roads. The 
statistics show that 245 persons were killed by 
our surface roads in 1890, mostly at the grade 
a far greater number 
injured. Relief can only be afforded by ele- 
vated roads, which cost only half as much per 
mile as those constructed below the sur- 
face and are much the most attractive to 
Americans, who object to going under ground 
tili after they are dead; added to which they 
are not open to the objection of damage to the 
stability of buildings above or to interference 
with water pipes and sewerage. There need 
be no fear they will not be wanted and appre- 
ciated by the public, It cannot be long before 
the high buildings for which Chicago is cele- 
brated will extend well along to Twenty- 
second street in the South Division and in- 
vade numerously the West and North sides of 
the river. Then the elevated lines, not built 
in an isolated case but as a regular system for 
urban communication, will have to be ac- 
cepted as a solution of the difficulty. Better 
acknowledge the force of the argument and 
begin the relief work now. 


Abu of experiments have been insti- 
tuted at the West Virginia Agricultural Sta- 
tion to determine the fertilizmg value of 
weeds on the farm. Forty-nine of the most 
common weeds were selected, and the results 
are given in the latest number of Science. 
They were gathered at about the same time 
and in the same manner that the farmer 
should gather them for compost. The chemist 
found that each has a certain value, according 
to its species, yielding nitrogen,. phosphoric 
acid, and potash, the mineral values-of which 
have been computed. The conclusion is that 
weeds if properly composted should be worth 
$9.60 per ton. This value is computed on a 
water free basis, while the farmer will ordi- 
narily gather about 50 per cent of water in the 
total weight. But it is argued that if the farm. 
er properly remeves the weeds from his land 
and roadsides, thereby decreasing the annual 
production and continued presence of the 


same, that if he thus relieves his land of the 


trash, giving more room for good clean grass, 
places upon his cultivable ground the humus 
that it would got otherwise receive, and thus 
utilizes all such matter as has hitherto gone to 
waste upon his farm and in his ditches and 
roads, the compost would be raised by these 
profitable issues to the full value of the dry 
material as computed to be worth to him 
$9.60 per ton,

TO USE ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES. 


New Motors to Be Used in Tunnels Under 
the City of Baltimore, 
Battrmors, Md., July 3.—([Special.!—The 
engineers of the Belt line railruad tunnel under 
this city now express confidence in the suecess 
of the electrical experiments to be made in pro- 
pelling heavy trains through the tunnel: The 
through trains over the Baltimore and Ohio 
ing railroads from New York and 
Philadelphia to the West will drop the steam 
locomotive and be attached to powerful elec- 
tric locomotives. The plans so far as given 
out provide for three electric locomotives, two 
of which will be in constant use, while the 
third will be held in readiness for any emer- 
gency. ~ locomotives will weigh eighty 
tons each, and will be capable of developing 
over 1,200 horse-power, There will be — 
driving axles, on each of which will be key 
the armatures of a 300 horse power-motor. 
The arrangements for controlling the speed 
of the locomotives willbe what is known as 
the Serres multiple system, by which the 
speed is varied by merely changing the com- 
bination of the different motors with each 
other. The mazimum work required to move 
a 1,200-ton freight train over a grade a little 
less than 1 per cent at the rate of fifteen miles 
an hour and in passenger service to move a 
500-ton train at thirty miles an hour. 
Each locomotive will also be required

HARBORMASTER DEANE DEFIED, 


No Attention Paid His Order Banishing Ex- 
ecursion Boats from Van Buren Street. 

Despite the order of Harborinaster Deane 
commanding them to move, the excursion 
steamers were at the foot of Van Burea street 
soliciting business as usual yesterday morn- 
ing. Large crowds gathered along the docks ex- 
pecting to witness a row. Few people went 
aboard the boats. Nothing occurred to break 
the peace of the Sabbath except the ‘‘ Ta-ra-ra 
boom-de-ay”’ of discordant bands and the 
still more discordant cries of touters for the 
different boats, 

Among the owners ana masters of the ves- 
sels there was much indignant comment about 
the order to vacate, which they characterized 
as an injustice and an outrage. They didn’t 
blame Harbormaster Deane, but they did the 
Henry syndicate, the city authorities, and the 
World’s Fair managers, and they denounced 
the Illinois Central railroad company, which 
they said was obstructing and injuring their 
business, interfering with the pleasures of the 

ublic, and destroying the usefulness and com- 

orts of the Lake-Front.. One of the “ tout- 
ers’’ ceased his invitations to the people to 
go right aboard” long enough to make a 
ittle speech to the foregoing effect, and he 
| was Warmly applauded by the crowd. Those 
present were plainly in favor vf the excursion 
steamers, and many said it was a shame that 
any syndicate or combination should try to 
prevent oppusftion and crush out individual 
enterprise. :

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- THRONG THE VARIOUS PARKS. 
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They Take Advantage of Sol's Benign Smiles 
and Bask in His Warm Rays-Eepre- 
sentatives from Nearly Every Nation on 
the Face of the Earth Gather in Lincoln 
PFark— Animals on Their Good be- 
havior—And Little Pale-Faced, Children 
Were Out by the Thousand, 

There was what might be termed a con- 
gress of nations at Lincoln Park yesterday. 
Men, women, children, and babies were there 
to the number of at least 20,000, gathered 
from every country on the globe. And no 
one marveled or wondered, for it was only a 
portion of Chicago indulgmg in a sun bath, 
a treat that has been rare indetd of late. 

One could stand at the side of almost any 
of the winding thoroughfares in the park and, 
as the throng passed to and fro, pick out 
— from about every nation under the 
sun. would be a group of Mongolians 
clean shaven and long cued, there a collection 
of Greeks, Persians, Poles, Arabians, Swedes, 
Russians, Hebrews, Italians, Turks, Germans, 
without number, and Irish, French, and 
swarthy sons of Ham. From the mountains 
of Switzerland were some; tland and 
Spain, gave their quota. All were there to 
enjoy the sunshine and the refreshing breezes 
from the lake. 

They gathered in large numbers about the 
bearpits, in front of the monkey’ cages, around 
the prairie-dog town, the cages occupied by 
the lions aud tigers, and the dens of wolves 
and foxes, They wazed at the buffalo, looked 
at the deer, and eyed the elk. They fed the 
elephant and the swans. They flocked in 
groups under the trees and had family picnics. 
They hired beats, they played lawn tennis, 
and strolled about in the wandering pathways, 
everyone his own way, free to select his mode 
of pleasure. 

These People Rede. 

And there was a great variety of teams and 
vehicles on the drives. Here was a vegetable 
vender arrayed in his Sunday clothes, with his 
family, driving an old, caréworn, spavined 
nag hitched to a rickety cart; there a team of 
thoroughbreds, hand! by aliveried coach- 
man, drawing a glistening, vehicle, loaded 
| with richly attired men and women. There 
were single buggies, tandems, carts, spiders, 
phaetons, express wagons, and bicycles till it 
seemed as though the whole town was out for 
a holiday. 

The animals appeared to know that some: 
thing unusual was on and did their best to 
amuse the crowd. The bears cavorted about 
in a manner totally at variance with records 
and ancient history. The big brown bear 
plunged into the pool of water in the pit and 
rolled over and over and splashed about until 
the spectators roared with laughter. Princess, 
the elephant, had on her company manners, 
and much of the time she sat on her hunches 
as near the railmg as her chain would permit 

‘and received large donations of cookies, ap- 
ples, popcorn, and peanuts. The prairie dogs 
played at hide and seek, and the monkeys 

made faces at the crowd and performed a 
variety of gymnastic feats which kept the 
children and the women and men gathered 
around convulsed with laughter. 

But of all the sights at the park there was 
nothing more attractive or pleasing than the 

myriads of children. There seemed to be a 
dozen of them to every adult. And the fun 
they did have. They were everywhere. They 
romped over the lawns, and the boys waded 
in the water, teased the animals, and annoyed 
the numerons grumpy old men. Many of 
them were pale and bleached like vegetables 
growing in the dark. : 

Looking After the Little Ones. 

They came in groups, in pairs, with their 
mammas, their papas, their nurses, and alone. 
Pale-faced little girls, half carrying, half drag- 
ging big sallow babies, were numerous, The 
fact that they had to take care of baby brother 
or baby sister didn’t prevent them from see- 
ing the sights. They pushed baby’s face up 
close to the bars that the little tot might see 
the bears or the monkeys, as the case might 
be. And when the day was drawing to a close 
they dragged themselves and the babies home, 
where grass and sunlight and flowers are un- 
known. 

At Garfield Park the crowd differed litt le 
in its make-up from that at Lincoln Park. It 
was not quite so large, but the variety of na- 
tions represented was about as great. There 
were family picnics, boating parties, and driv- 
ing ‘parties, and there were thousands of 
children sporting about everywhere. It was 
so at Jackson Park, at Doug'as, Park, at 
Wicker Park, and on the Lake-Front. In 
fact, every publie green and common in the 
city was crowded with happy human beings 
enjoying a day in the open air and. the warm 
sunshine. 

The street cars, too, were crowded. Every 
line leading toward a park had all it could do 

and on the North Side a number of extra 
trains were put on. A North Clark street 
cable conductor said they had rot done so 
much business on that line since the unveil- 
ing of the Grant monument. 

The lake was too rough for boating to any 
great degree. Few of the excursion steamers 
at the foot of Van Buren street left the pier. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


Tonnage Carried by the Various Roads 
During Last Week. 

East-bound freight bus‘ness from Chicago 
is steadily improving. The total shipments 
of all kinds of freight except live stock to 
through and local points in the East by the 
various east-bound roads during the last 
week amounted to 60,111 tons, against 57,904 
tons for the week previous and 43,628 tons for 
the corresponding week last year. It will be 
noticed that last week’s shipments were one- 
third larger than those for the same week last 
year. The tonnage carried by the various 
roads was as follows: Michigan Central, 9.831 
tons; Wabash, 3.981; Lake Shore, 6,240; Fort 
Wayne, 3,803; Pan-Handle, 6,981; Baltimore 
and Ohio, 2,807; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
4.438; Nickel- Plate, 7,979; Chicago and Erie, 
8,075; Big Four, 6,026. 

Shipments by lake were also larger than 
usual during the last week, the total tonnage 
carried amounting to 97,123 tons, against 75,- 
444 tons for the week previous.

dinary kind. The pretext for it is his recent 
journey and what he said in last week’s inter- 
views. The ultimatum of it 1s—first, to dis- 
credit Prince Bismarck, to destroy or diminish 
his influence; and second, if that cannot be 
done by the means now employed, then to 
prosecute him for some offense of which the 
legal nature has not yet been stated. 

Lord Beaconsfield called one of the earlier 
Midlothian campaigns a pilgrimage of pas- 
sion, The name is equally good for this one, 
or better. Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Edinburg 
Thursday is, perhaps, the most emotionai one 
he ever delivered. He is at white heat, as he 
was a week ago at Chester, when he struck the 
keynote of the election. The election, so far 
as it turns on the Irish question, is to be won 


by appeals to sentiment, to sensibilities, to 


sympathy, to passion, to anything but facts 
and the dry light of reason.

year there can be no doubt, Reports from all 
arts of the State show this only too plainly. 
ith the income upon which he nad depended 
almost cut off, while the price of the neces- 
saries of life is still kept at an exorbitant 
figure by the tariff, the farmer is not in a 
mood to do much shouting for the politicians 
who want to get into To the heavy 
rains is due much of the lack of interest in 
the political situation. For many the situa- 
tion is too desperate to allow of time being 
devoted to anything but the struggle for a 
livmg. At present the farmers have not 
given up hope, and while much 
of their crop is so injured as to be almost 
worthless, they are working along with the 
hope that the rains will cease and enable them 
to make the best of what is already a dark 
pee In some parts of the State no corn 
as been planted, owing to the weather. the 
farmers being forced to rely entirely upon the 
hay — 1 But even this been greatly 
damaged, and if the rains continue will he 


rendered almost worthless. To be sure, there 


are sections where the crops look well, but 
these spots are few and far between, and in 
the whole State there is scarcely a farmer who 
has not some tale of woe to recount owing to 
the weather. 

Some of the farmers, finding it impossible 
to plant corn, have been fo to place all 
their dependence upon the hay crop, but even 
this is likely to fail them, for the rains have 
beaten the grass to the ground and much of it 
is spoiled, while that which has stood the 
force of the water has grown so fast that it 
has soured. As a consequence all classes are 
becom alarmed at the outiook, as hard 
times will inevitably follow unless cola weath- 
er holds off until very late. Good judges do 
not anticipate more than half the usual crop 
of corn. Oats look well. but the cold rams 
have kept them back. The crops on the bottom 
lands have been overflowed so often that they 
are ehtirely destroyed. The only hope is thé 

rass crop, and as farmers have been 

rifting into the dairy business for some time 
it is likely that this will enable them to at 
least partially overcome the losses from other 
crops. 

The heavy rains have given an impetus to 
tobacco planting m Rock County. In the 
high sandy regions everythi is doing well, 
but in the lowlands grain and grass have been 
drowned out. Farmers say that with good 
weather from now on nearly an average crop 
can be gathered from the highlands. Many 
farmers who failed to get in cora before the 
are now planting 
tobacco, 

There will be more straw this year than for 
sone seasons, but farmers fear that it will be 
hard to thrash. Reports from some @ounties 
are conflicting, but the general tenor ems to 
be that any more rain will practically ruin 

rain. The principal yields aré oats und bar- 
ey, but in the low regions the grain is already 
rusting. Little damage has’ been done by the 
winds, as the grain is still too low to be beat- 
en down. In a few counties the crops have 
not suffered much, and corn and grain are do- 
ing welli.

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ADLAI STEVENSON SMOKED OUT. 


He First Denied That He Was a Fiat 
Greenbacker and Depreciated Free Silver 
Advocate—But Now He Admits Both 
Cares The Record. 

Boston Journal: It has not taken long to 
smoke out Mr. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois. 
At tirst he flatly and emphatically denied his 
earlier Greenback history. In an interview 
with a correspondent of the Boston Herald he 
denied that he had ever been a Greenbacker 
or had ever favored inflation. In an inter- 
view with the correspondent of the New York 
Sun he said that, although Greenbackers had 
voted for him in 1874, he had not accepted 
their nommation, and that in Congress he 
**came out flatfooted against the Greenback 
scheme of inflation.“ We have shown from 
the official records the falsity of these state- 
ments. We have shown that he voted five 
different times to repeal the Resumption act; 
that he voted for a bill to make irredeemable 
paper money unlimited tender for all debts, 
public and private; and that the Congressional 
directory, compiled from data furnished 
by the members themselves, classed 
him as a National Greenbacker. Mr. 
Stevenson now has become convinced 
that it is of no use any longer to 
deny the truth. He has been helped to this 
conclusion by a knowledge of the fact that the 
Republicans were in possession of a speech 
which he wade in 1878 on the Greenback plat- 


views. In an interview in the New York 
World he admits the anthenticity of this 
speech, and the only explanation which he has 
to make is that tne condition of affairs at 
that time was very different from now.” 
Here is an extract from this speech of Sept. 
12, 1878, which we quote from the World in- 
terview furnished by Mr. Stevenson: 

The National Greenback party in its convention 
at Lincoln Sept. 3 did me the honor to place my 
name before the people as its candidate fur Con- 
gress. Ihave accepted the nomination. and no 
effort of mine shall be spared in aiousing the 
people tothe necessity for financial reform de- 
manded by the piatform of that convention. Its 
principles are not new to me. J sfand pledged in 
Savor of these reforms. While your Representa- 
tive in the Forty-fourth Congress I voted for ro- 
monetization of silver and for the repeal of the 
Resumption act. I regarded the Resumption act 
as the Pandora’s box from which havesprung a 
thousand evils to curse the American pores. 
This platform demands the repeal of the Re 
sumption act ana the substitution of greenbacks 
for the Nasional Bank notes. Financial reform 
is the corner stone of our political faith. We 
favor an increase of the currency and believe it to 
be a necessary measure of the public relief. We 
demand a full supply of legal tender currency, 
which shall be receivable in payment of all debts, 
public and peices. We demand the full remon- 
etization of the silver dollar as one of the coins of 
the country. There should be no limitation in the 
coinage, but it should be placed side by side with 
the gold dollar, as it was from the beginning of 
the government. The retirement of the bank 
note and the substitution of the greenbacks of the 
government in their stead would save the people 
from $18,000,000 to $23,000,000 annually. 

These are the financial views openly avowed 
by the man whom the Democratic party, aid- 
ed by mugwump votes, proposes to put in the 
second office of this republic, with only a 
single life between him and the Presidency. 
Unlimited free coinage of silver, the payment 
of the national debt and all other debts in 
greenbacks, and en indefinite increase of 
paper currency without coin ‘behind it—these 
are the principles on which Mr. Stevenson ap- 
pealed for votes in 1878 That he has within a 
week explicitly denied ever having held these 
views shows that he appreciates that they are 
not now popular, but does not increase respect 
for his veracity nor suggest he is a man 
who can be trustea.

Only one of these bills, the Agricultural, 


has finally passed both Houses, and ‘the 
others are in conference. Ordinarily this 
would be considered a satisfactory state of 
affairs, but in the present case the differences 
between the two Houses are extreme and the 


spirit of obstinacy which has been exhibited 


on both sides threatens to defer indefinitely 
final action upon the remaining appropriation 


bills. 


Probably the most of the time of the Sen- 
ate will be given up to the consideration of 
conference reports, interspersed with some 
calendar business and possibly action on the 
Silk Culture bill, which is the subject of a 
special order. : 

The Fourth unfortunately this year falls 
upon suspension day and in deference to uni- 
versal patriotism the House declines to meet, 
but not to surrender the advantages which 
may be derived by the House under’ its rules. 
The Committee on Rules will re a resolu- 
tion designating Wednesday or Thursday as 
suspension day. Whether this resolution will 

adopted is doubtful. 

It being an open secret that the Democrats 
intend to pass the tinplate and other tariff 
buls under suspension, Republicans will 
resort to fllibustering to defeat the making 
of such an order. If either side yields the re-

Senators Stewart and Carey Said to Faver

Wasnineton, D. C., July 3.—[Special.}—

ators who seem bound to help it out. The 
other day in the Committee on Territories 
Stewart and Carey joined the Democratic 
members in agreemg to report favorably an 
enabling act for the Mormon Territory, so 
that it will go before the Senate with a major- 
ity report. 

He wants Utah 
admitted as a State so that the talk of dis- 
membering the pocket borough of Nevada 
and joining it to adjoining States will cease. 
Senator Carey’s action, however, seems to call 
forth explanation.

It will not, however, 
be made on constitutional grounds, as board 
of trade men seem to think.

jurists on that committee that the bill is un- 
constitutional, : 

The ground of the majority report will be 
that it is unwise, unjust, and inexpedient, to

the bill, but it will not undertake to assert 
that such an exercise of power would be con- 
stitutional, Some of the Senators who will 
sign a report of this kind say they are im full 
sympatny with the objects aimed at by the 
bill, and would favor any reasonable sub- 
stitute. 

But they have been given to understand 
that the friends of the bill prefer an adverse 
report rather than a substitute measure. How- 
ever, one or two of the Senators may decide 


to incorporate their individual views into a 


substitute. Senator George of Mississippi 
has a notion that dealing in optionsand futures 
is an interference with interstate commerce, 
and might be forbidden under penalties on 
that ground.

Taylor Answers Newberry. 

House OF REPRESENTATIVES, WASHINGTON, 
D. C., June 22, 1892.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
My attention was called a few days ago to an 
article by the Hon. W. C. Newberry. 

This article seems to have been called out bya 
letter written by me to Postmaster Sexton re- 
questing the factsin relation to the Government 
Building to refute certain statements made by 
Mr. Newberry to the Postmaster-General. The 
letter to Sexton was written on the evening of the 
day of the conversation therein referred to, while 
it was fresh on my mind, and I endeavored to 
quote Mr. Newberry's | age as nearly as pos- 
sible and I am very confident that I did him no 

justice. | 

r. Newberry states that the bill introduced by 
me in the Fifty-first Congress had lain for sixteen 
months without receiving any attention. He is 
evidently careless about his statements or he 
would not have made this one, for 1 furnished 
him with a copy of the bill. which shows on its 
face that it was introduced Dec. 8, 1890, second 
session of the Firty-first Congress, and Jan. 23, 
1891, was reported favorably from the committee; 
therefore, it will be readily seen that it was intro- 
duced within less than three months before the 
tinal adjournment of Congress, and that it was 

ushed forward with all possible dispatch, as a 

avorable report was obtained in a little overa 
month after its introduction. 

I used every means in my power to procure its 
passage, and | was compelled to have the co- 
operation of the supervising architect and the 
Postmaster-General, and in order to obtain the 
aid of the latter I had to N him as to the 
condition of the building, which differed from the 
representations made by Mr. Newberry in the con- 
versation referred to, and I said in this conyersa- 
tion that Mr. Newberry's statements had great 
weight with the Postmaster-General, as he had 
been Postmaster and was supposed to familiar 
with the condition of the building. The Post- 
master-General expressed great surprise at Mr. 
Newberry’s statements, as they were entirely dif- 
ferent from those which l had formerly made to 
him, and I could not, therefore, afford to let the 
Postmaster-General rest under the belief that the 
statements I had made were not true; hence my 
writing to Postmaster Sexton to send me the 
facts so I could substantiate my former state- 
meuts to the Postmaster-General. 

In relation to the probable passage of this bill 
in the Fifty-first Congress I considered that the 
prospects were exceedingly bright, and that it 
would be a long time before as favorable an op- 
posvenity presented itself again, as the Fifty- 

rst Congress, ublican in both braaches, dis- 
played a more liberal spirit toward public im- 

rovements than any other previous Congi ess. 
des, the Committee on Public Buildings and 
the Chairman of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions (Mr. Cannon) were rendering me all the as- 
sistance they could, and 1 am 
confident that the bill would have 
passed had it not received a 
set-back from the new member of the Fourth 
District, and that a building with suilicient ca- 
pacity to accommodate the Postoffice and all 
other government offices in Chicago for the next 
hundred years would now be far toward comple- 
fon. 

During the last six days of the end of each ses- 
sion the rules of the House can be suspended by a 
two-thirds vote and any bill . This 1 
hoped to do, but in order to obtain a two-thirds 
vote 1 would be compelled to have many Demo- 
erats vote with me. After Mr. Newberry’s talk I 
found that the Democrats who had been speaking 
favorably of the bill would hot vote to suspend 
the rules, so I was compelled to abandon it. 
Although at the time I thought Mr. Newberry’s 
interference was uncalled for, and I was very 


‘much disappointed by not being able to pass the 


bill, yet I never criticised him publicly or pri- 
vately for his acts, as I supposed that he had his 
reasons for them, and that if they were not good 
his constituents would 3 him Nor dol

‘BY THE SILVER TALK 


THE MARKET IS DOWN AND IS NOT 
ABLE TO STAND MUCH. 


Lower Tendency Expected, as London Will 
Set the Pace on Account of the Holiday 
Closing -Mr, Clyde Seems Able to Take 
Care of Himself and Friends, and as a 
Result Drexel, Morgan & Co, Will Not 
Get Control of the Richmond Terminal 
— Their Terse Correspondence. 

New York, July 2.—[Special. ]—The passage 


of the Silver bill by the- Senate on Friday 


came too late to affect the market. By Tuesday 
morning the surprise will have passed and a 
sufficient interval elapsed to permit of cool 
calculation as to the effect of this unexpected 
action. The way London will take it is an- 
other matter. We may, and probably shall, 
have a generally lower range of prices sent us 
for Tuesday’s opening, and our market does 
not seem to be in n good condition to stand a 


hard knock, The amount of business doing is 


distressingly small. It has shrunk to starva- 
tion proportions, but nothing more than is 
common in the summer spells. 

In the last week there was little life in any 
but a few specially circumstanced stocks. The 
bull pool in St. Paul kept that stock reason- 


_ ably active, but apparently made no attempt 


to put it up. A shifting short interest in 
Burlington caused moderate fluctuations in 
that stock. Chicago Gas, which it was noted 
last week did not respond heartily to bull 
manipulation, has been declining and its spec- 
ulative position is such as to excite apprehen- 
Among tne Vander- 
bilt stocks Lake Shore rose after the declara- 
tion of the increased dividend—a sure indica- 
tion that the stock has almost passed off the 
the speculative list and gone into the pure ing 
vestment class. Your speculative stock al- 
ways goes up before something good is com- 
ing and drops when it comes through the real- 
izing sales of the insiders. Lake Shore, it 
may safely be assumed, will pay 7 per cent 
this year. 
: Two Stocks Change Places. 

It has been remarked that Burlington and 
Lake Shore have changed places. Some years 
ago the former was a high-priced investment 
stock, with little trading in it, while Lake 
Shore was one of the leading speculatives of 
the list. Now itis a quiet investment stock 
while Burlington has become the speculative. 

The gold exports rather chilled any attempt 
to get up bull activity. These were over 
$4,000,000 for the week, and it doesn’t look as if 
the drain had stopped now. Exchange rates 
continue so firm that more gold may be ex- 
—— to go out the coming week. Another 

epressing factor was the way the Texas Pa- 
ific securities continue to sink. The first 
mortgage 5 per cent bonds gone to 77, the 
seconds to 26, the stock to 7. If this does not 
mean a receiver is near (the second 


which this company has enjoyed) the street is 


wrong. 

The effect of the Richmond Terminal com- 
plications was also depressing. There is an 
impression that we are not much more than 
at the beginning with this business. It is too 
big ‘and involves too many conflicting inter- 
ests to be settled in a hurry. We may have 
interesting news before it is over with. It 
must not be forgetten that the system of 
roads embraced in the Richmond Terminal 
make up about 40 per cent of the whole rail- 
road mileage of the Southern States. The Rich- 
mond Terminal corporation itself is little more 
than an 2 company, holding control or 
partial control of a large number of distinct 
companies,. bound together by leases, etc. 
The most important of these is the Richmond 
and Danville and it is from the holdings of 
large amounts of securities of this company 
that resistance has come to such sehemes of 
reorganization as have been so far proposed. 


The next company of importance is the East 


Tennessee, in which the influence of Gen. 
Thomas is paramount. Gen. Thomas may or 
may not be aeting in accord with the Dan- 
ville party (it is not easy to say exactly where 
this extremely suppie ntieman stands at 
any time), but it is quite apparent that the 
Danville people, headed by Mr. W. P. Clyde, 
are “fighting for their own hand.“ 
Where Mr. Clyde Stands, | 

When the opposition of Mr. Ciyde and his 
friends to Mr. Morgan was first made known 
the impression was created that Mr. Clyde 
was simply acloak for Gen. Thomas. The 
latter was well but scarcely favorably kncwn; 
whereas Mr. Clyde was known only to his 
own circle of business associates. It is be- 
coming clear, however, as affairs get better 
initiated, that Mr. W. P. Clyde, the wealthy 
Southern steamship owner, is a gentleman 
who can take care of himself easily, who can 
command a following, and who does not need 
Gen. Thomas or any dozen of Gen. Thomases 
to stiffen his backbone. Gen. Thomas may 
take such care as he may of his East Teunes- 
see property and act with or against Mr. 
Clyde, who thinks his own interest may be 
best served; but Mr. Clyde, it is seen, is clear- 
ly able to go it alone, so far as the Richmond 
and Danville property is concerned, and that 
is what he and his friends are interested in. 

Their position as respects Mr. Morgan is 
clear and simple. They decline to surrender 
evntrol of their perty to him until they 
know what he intends to do withit. The 
correspondence which has taken place be- 
tween Mr. Clyde and Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
places this in a plain light. Mr. Morgan in- 
sists, or did insist, that the surrender should 
be made unconditionally. His words were in 
substance: “When complete eontrol of this 
property has veen placed in my hands I may 
tell you what I intend to do.”’ 

To this ultimatum Mr. Clyde, after consult- 
ing with his friends, returned an absolute re- 
fusal. They declined to go into so blind a 
pool as that. This is the present situation. It 
is leaking out that Drexel Morgan & Co., 
while apparently entirely indifferent to hav- 
ing anything to do with the Richmond Ter- 
minal reorganization, have in fact been des- 
perately anxious to have it come to them. 
And some people say that intrigues which re- 
sulted in the failure of the Olcott plan were 
instigated entirely in the interest of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co, 


Thought There Was No Opposition, 


When at last the system was, as it were, of- 
fered to them on a plate, to take and do with 
‘as they chose, there was great rejoicing 
in the office at the corner of Wall and 
Broad streets. It meant commissions 
alone of a million or two of dollars. 
Mr. Morgan seems to have shared what 
was certainly the public impression at the 
time, chat there was no party of security- 
holders which would ‘or could stand out for 
conditions. When, therefore, he met with an 
unexpected resistance, and was told that sur- 
render of the Richmond and Danviile would 
not be made until security-holders had some 
idea of what treatment they were to receive, 
Mr. Morgan wrote that letter, throwing up 
the whole. business, the concluding paragraph 
of which showed that he was very mad. 

If the idea of it was, as is said, to bring a 
public pressure on Mr. Clyde which would 
compel him to retire from his position, the 
letter is likely to be a failure. It is clear that 
Mr. Clyde isa man who keeps a level head, 
knows thoroughly the und he stands on, 
and is able to hold his friends. He icer- 
tainly cannot be frightened, and is not basy 
to persuade. He says: 

Inos this property (Richmond and Dan- 
vile) thoroughly. I have twice been in con- 
trol of it, and I know how valuable it is! If 
necessary we can take care of it without Mr. 
Morgan.“ So long as he can hold his follow- 
ing it is obvious there will be no blind 
surrender. The upshot maybe that Rich- 
mond Terminal affairs may be more thorough- 
Leone into than some people imagined when 
this business started: It would be a loss to 
the cause of good morals if this opportunity 
passed without a thorough exposure of the 
causes which have brought the Richmond Ter. 
minal system to its present condition and of 
the men who made ther profit by it.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The beginning of anew half year period has 
brought into the financial situation little marked 
change. The most prominent feature, that of an 
oversupply of money, is still the chief character- 
istic, and the indications are that it will become 
even more prominent as ths effect of the July 
disbursements begin to be felt. These disburse- 
ments will be on a scale without parallel at all 
the money centers in this country, bringing our 
own prosperous condition into sharp contrast 
with the foreign situation in that respect. The 
disbursements in Chicago and on account of Chi- 
cago properties and securities has been calculated 
by Tue TrRIsuNB as equal to about $12,500,000. 
There might be added to that sum the United 
States pension disbursements which will be made 
through the Chicago agency, amounting to 
$2,600 ,000. 

The record of interest and dividend disburse- 
ments by our local corporations proves that the 
half-year has been a profitable one, in spite of a 
popalar notion that we are just now in a period 
of daliness) There are no defaults in interest re- 
quirements. There are but two or three impor- 
tant cases where dividends have been cut down or 
passed, and they are mach more than offset by in- 
creases elsewhere, In many instances thé begin- 
ning of the half-year period finds cofporations in 
a notably more prosperous condition than they 
were a year ago. Thatis particularly true of a 
number of great industrial combinations, such 
as the American Strawboard company, the New 
York and tke American Biscuit companies, the 
Junction railways, and others. They first en- 
countered the opposition that their 
own strength challenged, and the encounter 
made serious inroads on surplas accounts and 
jeopardized dividend prospects. The year has 
seen a marked change in the situation of some of 
such companies. Interests have been harmonized, 
the economical benefits of combination are being 

and competitive interests bave been paci- 
fied... The result is that some of the expectations 
of promoters of these combinations are be- 
ginh to be realized. A marked exception to 
this condition of affairs is found in the brewery 
situation. The brewery interests are still in a 
spasm of unrestrained competition and the ef- 
forts to come to some understanding and agree 
on a combination so that the output can be kept 
within bounds and the many new breweries kept 
from ruining both themselves and the older com- 
panies are still without success. For several 
weeks the agreement has been all but finally 
reached, but stumbling blocks in the 
form of greedy concerns still stand 


| solidly in the way. Street railway companies 
have made vast increases in their earnings. Ex- 8 


troardinary expenses are to be and are being in- 

curred in providing facilities for the increased 

business, and for that reason the larger earnings

In looking at the commercial and industrial 
situation of the whole country, if one takes totals 
for the fiscal year ending with June 30, they are 
found to be without parallel in our 
volume of both foreign and domestic trade has 
been unequaled, The year was hampered by 
many of the same financial di es which has 
made the business of Europe s ant and has 
robbed investors of confidence, while unprece- 
dented hoards of money accumulated idly at the 
financial centers, but with us an unequaled agri- 
cultural crop saved the country from the full 
effects of che financial disturbances that would 
otherwise have made the year as dull in fact as 
the fancies which the lost confidence of many 


people pictured. 

The banking b ess has itself experienced 
less profitable six niénths. Since the first of the 
year rates have been low and during most of the 
time upprecedentedly low, and bankers have suf- 
fered in consequence. The Chicago bankers have 
been more fortunate than their brethren else- 
where. While rates have been extremely low 
here the volume of deposits and the amount of 
discounts have beea far larger than ever before, 
and that has in a large measure at least made up 
for the loss in interést rates.
